" A furniture dealer in a Penn­ 
sylvania town, who is active in the 
war on mail order houses, quotes 
the following as an excellent and 
illuminative argument against the 
plan of merchandising: 
“ Recently a church congregation 
in a little Kansas town built a new 
church.

W ashington,'D . C., Feb. 17.— Last bulletin gave forecasts of 
disturbance to cross continent 18 to 22. warm wave 17 to 21, cool 
w ave 20 to 24. 
N ext disturbance w ill reach Pacific coast about 
24, cross west of Rockies country by close of 25, great central 
valleys 26 to 28, eastern states March 1. 
W arm wave will cross 
west of R ockies country about 2 4 , great central valleys 26, east­ 
ern states 28. 
Cool w ave will cross west of Rockies about 2 ,, 
great central valleys March 1, eastern states 3. 
T his disturbance w ill be a repetition* in kind, of that which 
occurred first days of February, but probably not so severe. 
It 
will be acco m p anied by a great warm wave, will follow a long 
jieriod of low temperatures and will be followed by a cold wave 


and severe weather. 
Temperatures w ill average high as this disturbance passes 
and not much precipitation last half of month till this d istillb- 
ance arrives. 
F ollow ing it rain s or snows will increase. 
Immediately follow ing 17 the temperatures w ill rise but will 
continue to average below normal. 
Not much rain or snow 
about that time. 
Storm s will not be severe and changes will 


slow ly approach spring-like weather. 
N ext bulletin will give general forecasts of March crop-wea­ 
ther. 
Coming crop season will be harrassed by extrem e weather 
events to a greater extent than usual and therefore producers 
will be well repaid by foreknowledge of com ing weather events. 
My success in forecasting recent winter weather events indicates 
success iu forecasting the com ing crop weather features. 
April 
will bring extrem ely cold weather to so n e sections and it is im ­ 
portant to know how to avoid damages to seed by planting and 


sowing the right crops at the right time.

The Glee Club is a member of 
the Texas Federation cf English 
Singing Societies which meets every 
two years 
this year at Fort Worth 
in May. 
The following clipping 
from the Ft. Worth Telegram will 
give some idea of the treat in store 
for the boys th is'year 
They are 
now' at work on the mass choruses 
to be sung by Boo voices. 
The 
Director hopes to get the Glee Club 
in shape to give their annual con­ 
cert 
here 
by Easter. 
Arrange­ 
ments for a trip other than to Ft. 
Worth have not been made as yet. 
The arrangements tieing made 
for the festival of the Texas Fed­ 
eration of English singing societies 
are assuming such proportions as 
to surprise those who have not kept 
in touch with this evolution of the 
musical activities of the state. 
The 
correspondence with the clubs out 
of Fort W orth indicates that there 
will be more than twenty clubs re­ 
presented at the festival for the big 
mixed chorus. 
There will be beard

of six hundred, joining in ren­ 
dering such numbers as the well 
known march from “ Tannhauser.”

Should these two artists not 
be available efforts will be made to 
secure either Mine. Emma Eames 
or Caruso. 
Mme. Melba will not 
be available, as she leaves as soon 
as her engagement with the Man­ 
hattan Opera Company is over for 
London for a season with Covent

W hile these great artists will be 
secured, the Chicago symphony or­ 
chestra has already been engaged. 
Von Feilitz, the new conductor of 
this organization, comes 
to this 
country with the prestige of having 
directed the most famous orchestras 
of Europe, one at Leipsic and an­

for voice are sung by many of the 
concert and opera artists of Eur­ 
ope.

continued In that belief until the fall 
of 1905, when the atto rn eys for the 
Standard Oil adm itted In the M issouri 
proceedings that the Standard owned a 
m ajority of the stock of the W aters- 
P ierce. 
He told how he had gone to 
P ierce and arked for an explanation of 
It, and P ierce told him that the stock 
stood In the nam e of Van Buren, but 
he believed It belonged to Standard 
OU. and 
how he had gone over to 
the 
Standard OII 
com pany’s offices 
and asked about it. 
T hey told him , he 
said, that Van Buren really owned the 
stock, whereupon he replied that he 
didn't believe a d— d word of It; that 
they all ought to be in the pen iten tia­ 
ry. and that he would try to put them 
th ere. 
Then he went back to 
Mr. 
P ie rce ’s office in New York and told 
him w hat he thought about it. 
P ierce 
he said, told him that if he persisted 
in doing what he had talked of doing 
he would be helpin g th e very in terest 
th at would like to destroy his com ­ 
pany; that w hile the Standard owned 
that stock it bad not attem pted to con­ 
trol the W aters-P ierce. 
Sen ator B ai­ 
ley said he told P ierce that that was 
not satisfactory , as he had led him to 
believe th at the W aters-P ierce cont 
pany had no connection with the S ta n ­ 
dard Oil com pany. 
In referen ce to the G ibbs ranch deal, 
which he told In detail, the senator 
stated he made $30,000 on the trade, 
and that he still owns 1,280 acres of 
the property.

Heretofore it has been 
held th a t the rules of evidence pro­ 
tected young Mrs. Thaw , and th at re­ 
gardless of whe ther h er story was true 
or false, the fact th a t she had told it 
to her husband was the one essential 
point, 
Mrs. T haw had been allowed to re­ 
peat the story so that the jury m ight 
judge as to its effect on unbalancing 
the mind of tho m an on trial for the 
m urder of Stanford White. 
Mr. Jerom e, by a single question, 
opened the w-ay for the1 Introduction 
of te stimony tending to show tho tru th 
or falsity of Mrs. T h a w ’s story.
